ImpresslTe Ceremonies Attending the Final 


Disposition of the Body of the Lute 
Leader of tne Brulds of Wales—Bather

Far away seem the times and the rites 


of the liruids; even tinder the mistletoe 
•tynletide—the tiktw of Yowling. Theirs 
was one of the most ancient and primi- 
tive of religions, and its cult is greatly 
shrouded in mystery. Yet it is not alto- 
gether dead. - Among the hills of Wales 
many strange relics of the past remain. 
There may be no "fragments of forgot- 
ten peoples," but there are legends and 
Customs and songs and social and reli- 
gious rites preserved unchanged from the 
days of Arthur and Merlin and Tali_esain. 
There are probably not a few seers •who, 
like Glendower, "can summon spirits 
from the vasty deep," though Whether or 
not they will come is yet a mooted ques- 
tion. And as for the Druids, their line is 
yet unbroken, and their weird, rites are 
still celebrated as of old. 


The death occurred at Llantrisaont of 


Dr. William Price, who held the distin- 
guished 6fflcft. of arohdruid of Wales. 
He was something more than 98 years 
old and might have passed for one of the 
old time bards who perished in King Ed- 
ward's reign, so rugged and antique was 
his appearance. Six or seven years ago, , 
it may be remembered, an infant that' 
had been born to him in his old age died, 
and its body was publicly, cremated by 
him with Druidical rites. For this he 
was arrested and brought to trial, But 
after a hot contest in court he was ac- 
quitted, and a decree was pronounced 
from the bench establishing the entire 
legality of this form of funeral. Ac- 
cordingly when Dr. Price himself died I 
a similar ceremony was enacted without 
thought of interference. 
' The ceremony took place on the sum- 
mit oi a high hill at Caerlan, the very 
spot where the body of the infant had 
been burned. Several hundred tickets 
were issued to the friends and former 
patients of Dr, Price, entitling them to 
enter the inclosure and witness the burn- 
Ing. The hour first set was noon. But 
public curiosity rose to so high a pitch 
that, to avoid being overwhelmed by a 
mob of sightseers, it was at the last mo- 
ment decided to change it to 7 o'clock in 
the morning. So in the gray light of 
that early hour the strange procession 
made its way to the hilltop. No mourn- 
ing garb was to be seen. The closest 
friends of the deceased Druid were at- 
tired in the ancient costumes of the 
Welsh people. 


The body of Dr. Price was clothed in 


the Druidical robes he had worn in life 
and was then placed in a coffin of per- 
forated sheet iron. On the hilltop two 
tone walls had been built, four feet 
apart, each being about 10 feet long and 
: feet high. A number of iron bars ex-, 
ending from one to the other formed a 
ude grating between them, some dis- 
anco above the ground, and upon these 
>ars the coffin was placed, the head be- 
ing toward the east and the feet toward 
he west. 
A clergyman of the Established church 


was present and read the ordinary serv% 
ce for the dead in Welsh. The vest- 
ments of the' church contrasted as 
trangely with the Druidical garb worn 
by some of the attendants as did the 
words of the prayer book with the 
strange rites. Some slight changes were 
cade in the service, such as the body be- 
ng."consigned to the flames." 


Then under and over and all around 
he coffin was piled a great lot of wood, 
terhaps a'whole cord of it, and to this 
rere added several tons of coal. Many 
gallons of paraffin oil were thrown upon 
t, thoroughly saturating the entire pile. 
Then, at about 8 o'clock, two of the 
closest friends of the late Druid came 
'orward from the throng and applied 
orches to the wood, one at each end of 
•he mass. In a moment it was all a rag- 
ng furnace, and the hill literally flared 
like a volcano. 


A brisk breeze was blowing, which 
anned the fire and carried the flame and 
smoke far into the heavens. For many 
miles the strange spectacle was clearly 
«en, and thousands of people came flock- 
ing thither from all parts of Glamor- 
ganshire. Seven or eight thousand of 
;hem gathered in a ring about the pyre, 
as close to it as possible, and watched it 
with eager interest all day long. 


Some hours after dark that evening 


;he flames had died down, and there was 
only a d...l glow from the coals. Then 
with long hooks they dragged the coffin 
from the furnace, when it was discov- 
ered that it bad been literally burned 
through in many places, and when the 
lid was uncovered the receptacle was ab- 
solutely empty without the faintest trace 
within of the remains. The coffin was 
subsequently conveyed »on a bier, fol- 
lowed by an immense crowd, and de- 
posited on the conch in the deceased's 
residence, where a few'days previously 
lie had breathed his last.—New York 
Tribune.

INOAH.S ON THE POXITICAI, SITUA- 


TION. 


Ex-Senator John J. Ingalls of Kansas 


has an article in the Denver Newt in 
which he discusses gome of the prob- 
lems which congress will have to solve. 
Among these are the financial and 
tariff questions. Mr. Ingalla is forcible 
and logical and, since the expiration 
of his senatorial term, independent, 
and his remarks always command at- 
tention. He says: 


"Silver in ita relations to the fiscal 


system of the country is either a money 
metal or it is a commodity. If the 
former, then it is entitled to free ad 
mission to the mints, at the option of 
the owner, upon terms that will make 
a silver dollar as nearly as possible in- 
trinsically equal to the gold dollar. 


"If it is a commodity, then there is 


no more reason why the government 
should purchase and store it, and issue 
certificates upon it to circulate as 
money, than there is why it should 
purchase wheat, pork, or sonrkraut, or 
dried apples, and issue certificates 
upon them to circulate as money. The 
principle is identical in either case 
Since 1878 we have been buying silver 
on a steadily declining market, and 
coining or certificating it at an artificial 
and arbitrary value, largely in excess 
of 'ts price, 


"When the original act was passed 11 


was predicted that the coinage of $75,< 
000,000 would put gold at a premium 
but we have reached the stupendous 
aggregate of $500,000,000 without dis 
aster. 
The capacity of the United 


States for absorption was under esti 
mated, bat no one doubts that it has a 
limit. The export of gold and the ap 
preaching exhaustion of the treasury 
are symptoms that cannot be disre- 
garded. Sooner or later a flnancia 
crash is Inevitable. 


"Panics have their periodicity, 1887 


1859, 1873 were years memorable for 
calamity. Another calamity is due 
Conservati-e and cautions business 
men are preparing for it already. There 
are indications that it is not afar off 
and when it arrives it will require a 
seismometer to measure its effects. Tin 
owners of mines and producers o 
bullion have a purely selfish interest in 
the continuance of this policy, as i 
makes a sure market for their mer 
ohandise, and those who are in deb 
favor it because it offers a oheaj 
method of extrication. » * »

TO TKST TIIE QbARY ACT. 


The constitutionality of the Geary act 


which requires Chinese to register, i 
to be paswed upon by the suprem. 
court at an adjourned session in May 
The Chinese legation is anxious to 
hare the question of registration set 
tied without delay, but the court is no', 
to be kept in session longer than is 
absolutely unncessary. The act goes 
into effect on the 5th of May, and on 
arrest of a Chinaman who has not com 
plied with its requirements will be 
made at once, and habeas corpus pro. 
ceedings commenced. The case will be 
promptly decided and carried to the 
supreme court, which it is thought will 
give it precedence on account of its 
importance. 


The Six Companies, which control to 


a great extent ail the Chinese in the 
United States, advise them to ignore the 
Geary act This advice is followed, 
save by a few Chinese, who hare been 
hi the country a long time and prefer 
to comply with the law, which under 
the new regulation of the treasury de- 
partment involves no expense what- 
ever, as the photograph clause has been 
revoked, to running the risk of being 
arrested. The Six Companies employ 
able counsel, who, it is supposed, direct 
them to advise their countrymen not 
to register under the Geary act. A 
strict enforcement of the law would 
effectually 
prevent 
Chinese from 
evading the exclusion act, as every one 
not having a certificate of registration 
would be deported. This would ruin 
the business of the Six Companies, 
hence their opposition to the law. 
Unless orders to the contrary are 
issued from Washington it will be the 
duty of internal revenue collectors and 
United States marshals to arrest every 
Chinese, except those engaged in 
mercantile pursuits, who has not a cer- 
tificate of registration, after the 6th of 
next month.

A NEW MOTOR POWER. 


What a New York Inventor Claims. 
A New York dispatch says George 


Shiffield, a gray-haired inventor, has 
announced that he has invented a new 
marine engine that would enable the 
Paris or Teutonic to make the trip 
from New York to Queenstown in three 
days and ten hours. He said the en- 
gine was not problematical, but an 
accomplished fact, and that it could 
propel vessels of 5,000 tons at a rate of 
thirty-five miles an hour. The record- 
breakers, Paris and Teutonic, have an 
average speed of less than twenty-one 
miles per hour. No coal is to be used. 
The screw system is the means of pro- 
pulsion. In brief, the ship wip be run 
by motor power. Enough of this can 
be put in a couple of flour barrels to 
drive a big ship from Liverpool to New 
York. One part of the motor power is 
sugar—ordinary sugar. Another barrel 
will contain chlorate of potash. The 
machinery is somewhat complicated. 
The steel chamber into which the 
piston-rod enters has a small tube 
entering at opposite sides. Through 
one sugar, and through the other chlo- 
rate of potash, is injected by air pres- 
sure. They mingle as the rod, dipped 
in sulphuric acid, comes in contact 
with them and causes an explosion, 
which drives the piston. A series of 
explosions is kept up by the feeding of 
the ingredients, and so the piston is 
kept working by gases instead of 
steam.

Nevada people complain of the 


weather, bat it is incomparably better 
than in the East. Last week New York 
was visited by disastrous storms, anc 
wind and hail did much damage in and 
about Chicago and in several places 
along Lake Michigan. This week des- 
tructive tornadoes have swept through 
parts of Texas, Kansas aiid Missour 
and Indiana, At Albany, Texas, Mon- 
day night a terrific storm demolished 
everything in its path. Treed were up- 
rooted, bams leveled, grain mined and 
many cattle killed. The same night a 
tornado is reported to have completely 
destroyed the villages of Willis and 
Powhattan, Kansas, and several housen 
were blown down in Garnet. At Fage 
City, Missouri, houses were demolished 
and three persons killed. At St. Louis 
hail stones did much damage and the 
wind unroofed several houses, and a 
number of boats on the Mississippi 
were blown adrift. Advices received at 
Indianapolis from various parts of the 
State report much damage to property 
and the loss of several lives by a tor- 
nado. The roof of the dormitory at 
Depauw university was blown oft, and 
the Riverside hotel at Montezuma was 
wrecked. 


Compared with many other parts of 


the country Nevada is fortunate, and 
though the spring is unusually back- 
ward there is not much cause for com- 
plaint. The people can still truthfully 
boast of the climate, as it is much 
better than in the East, if it is more 
disagreeable than the oldest inhabitant 
ever experienced at this season of the 
year.

Ths collection msaift has its rictins 


among all classes of people, from the 
poorest to the richest, and very often 
queer traits of character are shown by 
the collections made. A successful Wall 
street broker has a collection that is 
oniquo, valuable and income producing. 
Blessed with abundant means, he has for 
the past five years been able to gratify 
his whim for the collection of bank 
stocks. His ambition is to have the larg- 
est collection of certificates of bank stocks 
b the world. His plan is to bnyjust 
one share of stock in each national bank. 
Recently he'found that every national 
bank in New York city except one was 
represented in his collection. Tho ex- 
ception was the Chemical, theflOOBhans 
of which sell for something over $5,000 
each. 


After trying for a long while to find 


some one who would sell him a single 
share the collector came across three 
shares which were for sale in a lump. 
He could not get one alone, consequently 
lie bought the three for a trifle over $15,- 
000. 
"I was led into making collections 


of bank stocks," said this gentleman the 
other day, "because I could not think of 
anything else to collect. Among my 
friends were collectors of pictures, 
bronzes, marbles, bric-a-brac, flowers, 
books, postage stamps, coins, musical 
instruments, glassware and almost ev- 
erything else. I wanted to collect some- 
thing that would be out of the ordinary 
and at the same time be of permanent 
value. 
Therefore I settled on bank

Was There an Age of Copper? I 


M. Berthelot, the well known French 


technicist, in a communication to the 
Academic des Sciences, states his belief 
in the some time existence of an age of 
copper in addition to the three recog- 
nized archaeological eons of stone, bronze 
(copper and tin) and iron. He bases his 
opinion chiefly upon on analysis of a 
piece of copper which had been found by 
M. de Sorzec in the course of antiqua- 
rian investigations in Mesopotamia, or 
Al Jczirn, as the Arabs designate the 
famous stretch of country between the 
Euphrates and the Tigris. The fragment 
thus chemically determined proves to 
have neither tin nor zinc entering into 
its composition, there being simply traces 
of lead and arsenic. 


Water and the atmosphere had made 


ravages into the specimen, which w.:s 
practically a subozide or a compound of 
protoxide and metallic copper. As the 
ruins from which the piece of metal was 
taken are authoritatively considered to 
be more ancient than even those of Baby- 
lon, M. Berthelot does not hesitate to 
promulgate the theory that an age of 
copper preceded the bronze and iron 
periods, especially as the examination of 
the component parts of a portion of a 
metallic scepter which, it .is alleged, be- 
longed to a pharaoh who reigned in 
Egypt some 8,500 years B. C., showed vo 
sign of the presence of tin.—London 
Iron. 


Position of Wood and Its Durability. 
The problem has troubled many why 


two pieces of wood, sawed from the same 
section of a tree, should possess very 
varied characteristics when used in dif- 
ferent positions. For example, a gate- 
post will be found to decay much faster 
if the butt end of the tree is uppermost 
than would be the case if the top were 
placed in this position. The reason is 
that the moisture of the atmosphere will 
permeate the pores of the wood rrmeh 
more rapidly the way the tree grew than 
it would if in the opposite direction. 


Microscopical examination proves that 


the pores invite the ascent of moisture, 
while they repel its descent. Take the 
familiar case of a wooden bucket. Many 
may have noticed that some of the staves 
appear to be entirely saturated, while 
others are apparently quite dry. This 
arises from the same cause—the dry 
staves are in the position in which the 
tree grew, while the saturated ones are 
reversed,—London Tit-Bits,
